Tha  urban  Diatrlct  of  Bolllngton,  as  you  izno-j,  oonrpriscr 
sen©  12.91  acres  and  lo  altuatoi  in  a ^’alloy’and  on  its  ad^iaoent  Irl.j.l 
sides  on  the  xroct^Tly  edge  of  the  Ease  OlBShi-re  rang©  of  hills, 

lo  ir  distant  about  3-g-  rci^los  in  a North-Hartsrly  dlrocti-'n 
from  the  Borough  of  J.iacclesfleld,  It  is  clIbo  ocme  11\  miles  from 
the  toT?n  of  Stochport  and  17  miles  from  the  City  of  lianche stein

Th©  district  is  a bracing  and  healthy  one,  and  has 
exeellont  sites  for  residential  ;^roperty  on  its  hill'sldos^ 


Th©  Cliaraotor  of  the  soil  and  sub-soil  varies  greatly, 
Speahlng  generally  it  is  eandston©  with  some  coal  meajraros. 

The  staple  IncHistry  of  the  place  is  the  Cotton  trade, 

Th©  village  has  3 inllls  engaged  In.  Pine  Cotton  Spinning,  and  on©  In 
Calico  Printing,  whilst  just  outside  Its  beundarios  is  a l^rge 
Oalioo  Bleaching  and  Finishing  ¥orho,  A Paper  staining  flru.  also 
Ron©  and  Tid.nc  firm  and  Electric  Bulb  Manufactory  have  Rorhs  in  the 
village.  All  these  Forhs  find  indoor  ©mployrnont  for  a largo  number 
of  the  inhabitants. 


Outdoor  oiDploymont  is  to  be  had  in  the  Stone  Quarries 
which  abound  in  tho  neighbourhood,  and  also  in  th©  firc-olay  Trorhn 
and  Coal  pits  situate  in  Pott  Shrlgley,  a over  a mile  a-ay. 


These  different  occupations  which  are  follcFed  by  the 
inhabitants  would  appear  to  bo  of  a healthy  oha.raotor.  Mill

.Dry  Ashpits  and  Dustbins  under  coverc  have  boon  proviacd  I’or  ' 
the  houses  mentioned  above. 

The  worh  of  eonversion  from  privy  middens  to  water  clbsets 
apd  dry  ashpits  is  exceedingly  slow,  i"a.d.e  worse  by  tl^  G-reat  War,  and 
the  conditions  which  are  now  flollowlng^  I must  impress  on  tho 
Oouncll  the  absolute  urgency  of  the  matter  and  hope  they  will  procood 
Trlth  as  little  delay  as  possible*  In  the  meantime  I must  say  it  Is 
false  economy  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  cut  down  expenditure 
for  emptying  and  cleansing  tho  privies  vYhioh  still  remain,  to  -’he  low 
figure  that  1»  now  in  forco. 

This  v;orK  is  done  as  heretofore  by  the  Ccunoll/s  mei":.  and 
the  contents  removed  by  the  neighbouring  farmers.  Y^ith  the  latter 
difficultios  mainly  arise.  yith  twe  different  sets  of  worKiaon  the 
question  of  convenlenco  of  time  suitable  to  borh  has  to  bo  arranged 
and  In  this  \?ay  undoubtedly  feme  middens  have  not  nad  their  necessary 
share  of  attention.  As  there  is  s decreasing  numt  rr  of  niddens 
this  matter  ought  to  be  capable  of  adjustment, 

I draw  attention  to  this  matter  iiot  that  the  pressure 
exerted  on  the  owners  to  convert  into  water  ©losets  a:ad  dry  t^&hpits 
should  be  in  any  way  abated,  but  to  ameliorate  the  conditions  of  thooo 
who  for  the  time  being,  have  to  be  content  with  tho  old  £2/'stsm.
